H av an a, J u n e 8.—Gen. M aximo Go­ 
mez, the form er commander-in-chlef of 
the Culm ii arm y, issued his farew ell 
manifesto yesterday. 
In substance it 
says: 


The mission I have been intrusted with Is 
nearly concluded. 
I have attempted to find 
a solution of questions concerning the army 
which I commanded during the bloodiest war 
known in America. 
I am now leaving, re­ 
gretfully, to attend to necessary private busi­ 
ness. 
A parting word to the people for whom 
I have sacrificed the best years of my life and 
to friends In the army Just disbanded, which 
action should have been taken Just after the 
removal cif bloody Spain’s merciless power. 
We armed ourselves, 
and 
therefore 
we no 
longer want soldiers but men for the main­ 
tenance of peace and order, which are the bards 
of Cuba’s future welfare. 
It is necessary to understand that the na­ 
tion In this epoch, most difficult and unequalled 
in hintory, should avail itself of the oppor­ 
tunity to show it possesses virtues, in spite 
of the vices caused by colonial government and 
the harshness of warlike life. 
We wanted and 
depended upon foreign intervention to termi­ 
nate the war. 
This occurred at the most ter­ 
rible moment of our contest and re c ite d in 
Spain’s defeat. 
But no. 
of us thought this 
extraordinary event wont* be followed by a 
military occupation of tile country by our al­ 
lies, who treat us as a people incapable of 
acting for ourselves, and who have reduced 
us to obedience, to submission and to a tute­ 
lage imposed by force of circumstances. 
This 
cannot be our ultimate fate after the years of 
struggle, and we should aid by every pacific 
method in finishing the work of organization 
which the Americans accepted in the protocol, 
and which is as disagreeable for them as for 
ourselves. 
This aid will prove useless without 
concord among all the islanders. 
Therefore, it 
Is necessary to forget past disagreements, 
T o C o m p le te ly U n ite A ll E l e m e n t s 
and to organize a political party, which in 
needed in every country. 
It is always said 
that countries have 
the government 
which 
they merit, and Cuba will have that which her 
heroism entitles her to. 
To-day she can only 
have one party in Cuba with on? object, th at 
of obtaining the aspiration of years. We must 
devote ourselves to pac.fie labors, gain the 
respect of the world and show that though our 
war was honorable our peace must be more so. 
We must rtiuke useless by our behavior the 
presence of a strange power in the island and 
must assist the Americans to complete the hon­ 
orable mission they have been compelled to 
assume by force of circumstances. 
This work was not sought t>y those rich 
Northerners, owner* of a continent. 
I think 
doubts and suspicions are unjust. 
We m ust 
form a commission or a club to be a nucleus 
of governrpent. 
This will serve Cuban inter­ 
ests purely and act as an aid to the inter­ 
veners. I, as one of the first Cubans, although 
one of our last old soldiers and not far from 
the grave, without passion or ambitions, call 
on you with the sinc?rlty of a father and urge 
a cessation of the superfluous discussions and 
the creation of parties of all kinds which dis­ 
turb the country and lend to cause anarchy. 
In this country there should not be one man 
whom we consider a stranger. 
To-day we no 
longer have uutonomksts or conservatives, but 
only Cubans. 
My mission having ended. I will absent my­ 
self temporarily to embrace my family, but I 
will return shortly to Cuba, which I love as 
much as my own land. 
My last words to my 
soldiers are that, as always, where my tent is 
the Cubans (lave a friend. 
Tho farew ell m anifesto of Gen. Go­ 
mez is the principal topic of conversa­ 
tion among Americans and C ubans of 
all shades of politics. 
The American/* 
for the m ost part consider it an a f­ 
fecting address, expressing 
the real 
views of the old patriot, and also hi* 
sincere intention to retire from public 
life. 
H is cuban adm irers say the ad­ 
dress will rank am ong the most fa ­ 
mous in history. 
Hts opponents, espe­ 
cially the member* of the form er mili­ 
tary assembly, insist that he bas no in­ 
tention to retire for more than a few 
weeks, and that Iii* real object is to 
obtain public sym pathy.

IRONY OF HISTORY. 


SO UTH ERN DEM OCRATS PACING 
TOW ARD PRO TECTIO N . 


They 
A re 
Urged 
to 
“Get T ogeth er” 
W ithout D elay In Order to R eap th e 
B enefits o f a P olicy T hat H as B rought 
Prosperity to th e North. 


“ Between prosperity 
and 
tradition 
the choice should be prosperity.” Sucn 
is th e closing sentence of an article 
of exceptional interest which lately ap­ 
peared in the New Orleans States, a 
Democratic newspaper, over the sig­ 
nature of “W. 
H. R.” 
It is a conclu­ 
sion full of force anu strength. 
Well 
indeed it would be for the south if 
it had long ago chosen for its motto, 
’‘Prosperity rather 
th an 
tradition.” 
T he tenor of the article printed by the 
States 
is 
protectionist. 
Obviously 
w ritten by a Democrat and a former 
free trader, its argum ent is all 
the 
more effective 
in favor of the support 
of 
protection 
by the 
people of 
the 
southern states. 
He says: 
“If the south forces the tariff issue 
to the front again it will be detri­ 
m ental to the best interests of 
this 
section. 
It is an inexorable fact that 
the south now needs a protective tariff 
more th an any section of the Union. 
W ith cotton and its other agricultural 
staples a t present prices there is no 
apparent possibility in this section of 
rivaling the north in the accumula­ 
tion of wealth as long as the chief lo­ 
cal interest is agriculture. 
The south 
is naturally the best m anufacturing re­ 
gion of the country. 
It has the ores, 
the coal, the tim ber and the intelli­ 
gent population to compete in indue 
trial enterprises with any portion of 
th e world, and its future prosperity 
depends more upon the num ber of fac­ 
tories th a t are built here than 
the 
Quantity of cotton which can be raised 
to the acre. 
“The south for years has borne w hat 
was to this section no doubt a bur­ 
den in the form of a protective tariff, 
and a t this hour when its industrial 
developm ent has just begun it would 
indeed be superlative 
folly 
to 
cast 
aside w hat in the future will not be a 
load, but a fostering influence in the 
developm ent of its resources. 
“W h at the tariff has done in the past 
for the north it is calculated to do 
in the future for the south. 
The in­ 
fa n t industries of the present are lo­ 
cated below the Mason 
and 
Dixon 
line, and it is a question if a large 
percentage of northern m anufacturers 
would not soon be better off with free 
trade and unrestricted European com­ 
petition th an with protection by tar­ 
iff and the south doing as much indus­ 
trially as its resources w arrant.” 
Then follows a stirring appeal 
to 
the Democrats of the southern states 
to follow Samuel J. Randall s advice 
and “get together.” 
But it is to be a 
new sort of getting together. 
Instead 
of m aintaining an unbroken front for 
free trade, as they have done for near­ 
ly three-quarters of a century, they are 
now urged to “get together” on the 
tariff question 
and concentrate 
their 
strength for the continuation of 
the 
protective policy. 
Perhaps the oddest 
feature of this rallying call is the rea­ 
son cited in support of the plea for 
prom pt action—namely, the possibility 
th a t the flourishing industries of the 
n o rth may, in a few years’ time, de­ 
cide to abandon protection rather than 
see its aid extended to the establish­ 
m ent of powerful competing industries 
in the south. 
It is the dread of such 
an eventuality that impels the writer 
in the States to say to his fellow Dem 
ocrats: 
“The Republican party is not 
so 
wedded to the protective tariff theory 
th a t it will seek to perpetuate 
the 
Dlngley or any other variety of 
toe 
article a day longer than it serves the 
m ercantile interests of the states it 
controls. 
It would be the irony of 
fate, indeed, if tariff for revenue only, 
o r free trade, became a national policy 
a t the hour when it would blight the 
Infant industries of the south like a 
D akota blizzard.” 
W hatever the irony of fate may have 
in store for southern Democrats 
in 
the far future, it is the irony of his­ 
tory to find so queer a turn as this 
in the meandering ways of politics— 
to find the party which followed Cal­ 
houn's lead into the ranks of free trade 
chiefly because protection was build­ 
ing up New England and the eastern 
states into great m anufacturing com­ 
m onw ealths whose potency in nation­ 
a l affairs menaced the south's suprem ­ 
acy, now contem plating a swift right­ 
about face to protection lest th at pol­ 
icy should be abandoned by the north 
th ro u g h fear or Jealousy of a great in­ 
dustrial rivalry from the mills and 
factories which the south shall build 
up by the aid of protection. 
Politics 
has furnished few developments more 
unique th an this. 
In any case, how­ 
ever, it Is to be construed as a cheer­ 
ing indication of the dawn of better 
things in the south.

m ightily when its people shall once 
for all tu rn their 'backs upon a past 
full of m istakes and stand with their 
faces toward a future full of promise. 
As “between prosperity and tradition 
th e choice should be prosperity.”

Evening Post, always frantic with rage 
a t the very thought of 
a 
protective 
tariff, fumes forth this proposition: 
“The duty on embroideries of linen, 
cotton, or other vegetable fibers is 60 
per cent ad valorem, a rate sufficiently 
monstrous, one would think, to satisfy 
the cravings of the Protective TarifT 
League.” 
Yes; one would think that such a 
duty, if honestly paid and collected, 
would suffice for the purpose for which 
th at duty is imposed—namely, revenue 
to the governm ent and protection to 
competing home producers.

B avlrvd by Protection.

United States has been greatly revived 
and encouraged in the past two years, 
and the country has been able to sup­ 
ply its own needs more nearly than in 
any previous years. 
We 
have 
im­ 
ported only such m aterial as could not 
be furnished by our own wool grow­ 
ers. 
Our dem ands upon other nations 
necessarily depend upon the am ount 
of wool grown and manufactured here 
each year. 
In 1893 we imported near­ 
ly $43,000,000 worth. 
The next year It 
fell to $29,600,000. 
In 1895, during the 
latter part of Cleveland’s free trade 
adm inistration,w hen our m arkets were 
open to the wool m anufacturers of E u­ 
rope, our wool imports reached the 
high-w ater m ark of nearly $91,500,000. 
The next year, the first of the opera­ 
tion of the Dingley tariff, the wool im ­ 
ports dropped to 
$57,900,000, though 
the following year, owing to causes de­ 
creasing the domestic supply and the 
congestion of the m arket due to heavy 
importations in anticipation 
of 
the 
tariff, the im ports ran up to $90,000.- 
000. 
Last year, however, they dropped 
to $26,700,000. the smallest wool im ­ 
ports for two decades. 
From 1887 to 
1893 the average annual wool imports 
am ounted to $60,000,000.—Kansas City 
(Mo.) Journal. 


Once Derided, Now Adopted. 
Sugar fed with a home bounty and 
shipped to India is now to have the 
bounty scalped off by an im port duty 
of corresponding amount, the purpose 
being to protect the vast and indigen­ 
ous trade based on free enterprise and

cents in Jan u ary and $1.19 in March, 
$7.98 in August and $8.02 in September, 
1896. 
A great share of the risk in the 
business world has been 
eliminated. 
Truly these are good protection times, 


To Build or Not to Build. 
H enry W atterson, since his idea 
of 
running Admiral Dewey for president 
on the Democratic ticket has proved 
to be of “ the stuff dreams are made 
of,” has apparently lost all hope 
of 
carrying the country for that party in 
the immediate future, or else he ex­ 
pects th a t party not to adhere to its 
old-time policy of free trade.

A summer cottage without a piazza 
is unusual. 
It may almost be said that 
the piazza is the chief thing and that 
the cottage proper is a necessary a p ­ 
pendage, a place of refuge when night 
comes on or when the weather Is bad 
For the palaces of the wealthy at New­ 
port and similar resorts great care is 
devoted to the matter of piazzas, and 
the results, while not always pleasing, 
are invariably elaborate. 
The proper 
design and arrangement of a summer 
cottage piazza mean comfort and good 
taste. 
The piazza should, of course, 
add to the general architectural beauty 
of the building, but must be so con­ 
structed as to admit sufficient light 
and air to the lower floor of the bund­ 
ing. 
One of the most tasteful villas at 
Newport was owned formerly by Rob­ 
ert Ooelet. 
It is built on the cliffs, 
overlooking the bay, and is generous­ 
ly provided with piazzas of three dif­ 
ferent kinds. 
One of these is formed 
by a shed supported by pillars, 
the 
whole covered with vines. 
A nother is 
the ordinary open piazza, 
shaded by 
awnings, and the third Is inclosed like 
a conservatory. 
The 
veranda 
of 
Mrs. W. Storrs 
Wells’ Newport villa is 
during 
the 
summer shaded artificially by a gor­ 
geous awning with fringe trimming, 
and naturally by tall palms and m a­ 
jolicas. 
An Indian rug covers 
the 
floor. 
Scattered 
about are cushions 
and low chairs, a table to 
hold 
tea 
things when 5 o ’clock comes around, 
books, bonbons and fancy work. 
The 
most elaborate piece of work of Its 
kind at Newport, or probably in 
the 
East, is the Satyr porch of the Coun­ 
try Club, overlooking the golf links. 
The piazza of Rosecliff, the Newport 
home of Mrs. Hermann Oelrichs, is al­ 
most as large as the house to which it 
is attached. 
It is one of the most a t­ 
tractive in Newport, and it was here 
that Willie Vanderbilt wooed and won 
Miss Fair, chaperoned by Polly, the 
Oelrichs’ 
parrot. 
Like 
all Newport 
piazzas, this one has its share of cost­ 
ly rugs and easy 
chairs, 
cushioned 
with pillows, and more than Lie usual 
number of small tables, bearing vases 
filled with flowers. 
During the season 
tea is served every afternoon on this 
piazza. 
Mrs. Elisha Dyer’s piazza Is known 
by its oval opening, a latticed win­ 
dow, like the frame of a picture, 
.n- 
closing a pretty landscape. 
A h am ­ 
mock is swung aeross one end and ta­ 
bles, chairs and plants abound. Rough 
Point, Mrs. F. W. Vanderbilt’s New­ 
port residence, has a spacious balcony, 
furnished expensively with rugs, cush­ 
ions 
and 
willowware, 
relieved 
by . 
palms, flowering plants, and shaded by 
a fine awning. 
One of the quaintest and most inter­ 
esting, if not the most lavish, sum ­ 
mer homes at Newport is Boothden, so 
named from its former owner, Edwin 
Booth. 
It has an uncovered piazza on 
the right of the entrance. 
On the left 
there is a little nook at the side door 
where the famous actor often sat. This 
is arranged today just as it. was dur­ 
ing his life. 
Narragansett Pier boasts 
of 
many ! 
magnificent cottages, most of which oc- | 
cupy commanding positions upon the 
top of the bluff. 
The absence of trees 
and foliage gives them an air of se- j 
verity and coldness not to be found at ’ 
Newport, which abounds in verdure. 
One of 
these 
mansions, owned 
by 
Francis W. Kinney, is of a square, 
masive type, and has a sunken piazza, 
or veranda, surrounding the first floor.

There is still observed in an out-of- 
the-way Ixindon churchyard one 
of 
those ancient customs, the observance 
of which gave so 
much 
delight 
to 
Charles Dickens, and whose descrip­ 
tion of which has done so much to 
endear to all who read the right little, 
tight little island. 
Twenty-one ladles, 
either past the age of self-support or 
unable by reason of disease to make a 
living for themselves, have gathered 
for centuries in this same churchyard, 
on the same day, to receive the same 
gifts from the beneficence of the same 
lady, row, of course, long since dead. 
Priory Church of St. Bartholomew the 
Great is well worth a visit from the 
tourist in search of that which is a n ­ 
cient. 
Hidden away behind the great 
postofflce building of St. Martin’s-le- 
Grand, next door to the old hospital 
that bears its patron’s 
name, 
and 
within a few yards of the quaint court­ 
yard where the bluecoat boys, hatle 
and in yellow stockings, 
play 
their 
games. 
Founded in 1123, it still re­ 
tains its heavy Norman 
pillars 
and 
rounded arches, which have been care­ 
fully restored where the stone 
has 
crumbled through centuries of derav. 
Its narrow churchyard is bordered on 
two sides by houses which have e x a g ­ 
gerated their architectural te .dtr.ey to 
overhang. 
The gravestones are s > o! I 
that most of the inscriptions are won, 
off, and they are only to be rea hed by 
climbing a sort of portable stage coach 
ladder from the pathway. 
Here gather 
on the appointed morning the twenty- 
one old ladies, for, as a rule, they are 
old, and very old. 
The distribution of 
sixpences, hotcross buns, shawls and 
two-shilling pieces takes place In ac­ 
cordance with legendary custom after 
morning service. 
It is not quite cer­ 
tain to a few centuries when the thin ; 
was first started, but it has been go­ 
ing on now for several hundred years. 
The onlookers, as a rule, are a few 
fresh-complex loned nurses 
in 
pretty 
bonnets and cloaks, and half a dozen 
residents of Little Britain. 
After Kev. 
Sir Borradaile Savory, the present rec­ 
tor of “St. Bart,” has conducted m orn­ 
ing 
prayers, 
the 
twenty-one 
aged 
dames mount the stage coach ladder 
and make their way to the particular 
gravestone on which the twenty-one 
new sixpences lie, and each old lady, 
having picked up her sixpence, is then 
presented with the florin, the bun and 
the crochet shawl.

palms, flowering plants, and shaded by 
a fine awning. 
One of the quaintest and most inter­ 
esting, if not the most lavish, sum 
mer homes at Newport is Boothden, so 
named from its former owner, Edwin 
Booth. It has an uncovered piazza on 
the right of the entrance. On the left 
there is a little nook at the side door 
where the famous actor often sat. This 
is arranged today just as it was dur­ 
ing his life.

Hidden away behind the great 
postoffice building of St. Martin’s-le- 
Grand, next door to the old hospital 
that bears its patron’s 
name, 
and 
within a few yards of the quaint court­ 
yard where the bluecoat boys, hatless 
and in yellow stockings,

their 
games. 
Founded in 1123, it still re­ 
tains Its heavy Norman 
pillars 
and 
rounded arches, which have been care­ 
fully restored where the stcme 
has 
crumbled through centuries of decay. 
Its narrow churchyard is bordered on 
two sides by houses which have exag­ 
gerated their architectural tendency to 
overhang. The gravestones are so old 
that most of the Inscriptions are worn 
off, and they are only to be reached by 
climbing a sort of portable stage coach 
ladder from the pathway. Here gather 
on the appointed morning the twenty- 
one old ladies, for, as a rule, they are 
old, and very old. The distribution of 
sixpences, hotcross buns, shawls and 
two-shilling pieces takes place In ac­ 
cordance with legendary custom after 
morning service.

was first started, but it has been go­ 
ing on now for several hundred years. 
The onlookers, as a rule, are a few 
fresh-complexloned nurses in pretty 
bonnets and cloaks, and half a dozen 
residents of Little Britain. After Rev. 
Sir Borradaile Savory, the present rec­ 
tor of “St. Bart,” has conducted morn­ 
ing 
prayers, 
the 
twenty-one 
aged 
dames mount the stage coach ladder 
and make their way to the particular 
gravestone on which the twenty-one 
new sixpences lie, and each old lady, 
having picked up her sixpence, is then 
presented with the florin, the bun and 
the crochet shawl.
